Concordia University to Launch 

the Global Aviation MBA (GAMBA): 
a new e-based Aviation MBA 
Program format 


How can aviation profes- 
sionals pursuing a career in 
higher management obtain 
a graduate degree while 
remaining on the job? 
Concordia University has the 
answer - a two-year e-based 
education program format, 
Global Aviation MBA 
(GAMBA), that leads to the 
same degree as the full-time 
option of the International 
Aviation MBA Program. 


The new initiative will be 
launched in October 2000. 
The IAMBA admissions com- 
mitte is currently reviewing 
the applications received to 
date to select the best can- 
didates. The same rigorous 
admission criteria used for 
the full-time IAMBA appli- 
cants hold for GAMBA. 
Students in the e-based 
option will receive the same 
innovative academic con- 
tent, pre-loaded on their 
laptops or posted on-line, 
and will benefit from inter- 
action with the same 
world-renowned instructors 
utilizing e-mail, video con- 
ferencing, and other tech- 
nological tools. The only 


difference will be that 
GAMBA students can com- 
plete the program from any- 
where in the world over the 
Internet or other technolog- 
ical interfaces. They will be 
able to get assignments and 
post course work while stay- 
ing at home, working at the 
office, even while travelling, 
using their laptops. The 
distance component will be 
complemented by short 
face-to-face sessions at 
Concordia to introduce the 
students to professors and 
new academic material, as 
well as to sit for final 
exams. 


Concordia’s e-based GAMBA 
offers numerous advantages 
for busy aviation profession- 
als who wish to improve 
their career opportunities. 

It builds on the solid foun- 
dation established by the 
traditional IAMBA Program. 
“The IAMBA is the first uni- 
versity graduate program to 
emphasize the management 
side of aviation”, points out 
Dr. Doreen, Director of the 
Program. Backed by IATA’s 
exclusive sponsorship, the 


IAMBA has quickly gained 
the reputation for the world 
premier graduate level avia- 
tion management program. 
The full accreditation by the 
AACSB (the International 
Association for Management 
Education) is an unques- 
tionable proof of approval. 
The program has also 
attracted some of the indus- 
try’s most prominent execu- 
tives, as well as a group of 
world-renowned academics, 
like Dr. Peter Belobaba, 
Professor of Aeronautics and 
Astronautics at MIT. This 
same team of instructors 
will now transfer their 
expertise to the computer- 
based GAMBA courses. 


The GAMBA format reflects 
most clearly the nature of 
the IATA-Concordia 
University Aviation MBA 
Program. As Dr. Anvari, 
Dean of Commerce and 
Administration, put it, “it’s 
not for 18-year-olds”. The 
AMBA is aimed at aviation 
middle managers who 
already have substantial 
industry experience and 
would like to further hone 


their management skills and 
measure up against the lat- 
est industry developments. 
For professionals at their 
level, it is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult to take time 
off work over an extended 
period of time to go back to 
school. With the pace at 
which technology is evolv- 
ing, the on-line education 
format is becoming more 
and more relevant. 


Concordia University is one 
of the first schools to offer 
the major components of a 
complete graduate aviation 
management program 
on-line. The authors of the 
initiative, however, are con- 
vinced that they are simply 
moving along with the 
dynamics of the changing 
aviation industry. The need 
has been there for a while, 
as is evident from the 
numerous requests for a dis- 
tance-type format received 
from applicants to the 
IAMBA. Soon many other 
schools will follow and 
Concordia is proud to be 
providing ground-breaking 
leadership in this area.
